ment Building on January 21, 1921?. 

Mimi Jo Butler, Cobb County Genealogical Society Board 
Member, writes that the East Point facility has been deter- 
mined to be the most inadequate in the US and is high on the 
priority list for closure. If it were to close, a small reading 
room with 2-3 staff would remain in the area somewhere - 
but all original records would be moved. As you respond, 
Ms. Butler writes, please give your opinion about parking 
availability as well as being able to see the original docu- 
ments of the region.

Ximeno, the 
iberized version of the ancient given 
name of Simeon. The “x” being 
pronounced like “shin” in Hebrew.

To explain the 
Mac, Mc, M’.... 


“Mac,” Gaelic for “son,” is the most common element of Scot- 
tish surnames. “Mc” is always an abbreviation of “Mac.” It also 
used to be abbreviated as “M,” although this spelling is now not 
common. In an early book on Highland music, the author spelled 
his own name three different ways on the first two pages: 
“MacDonald,” McDonald,” and “M’Donald.” 

Blacks, The Surnames of Scotland and MacLysaght’s The Sur- 
names of Ireland, both treat “Mac” the same way - as the only and 
original spellihg. The same approach is used here. 

“Mac” is always considered an addition to aname. Before there 
was a “Donald’s Son” there was a “Donald.” In Scotland, names 
beginning with “Mac” are traditionally alphabetized under the first 
letter of the second name - “MacAlister” under “A.” “MacZink” 
under “Z..” 

After 1745, to avoid reprisals, many Scots anglicized their names 
by dropping the “Mac.” They sometimes did so as they emigrated 
(were cleared off the land). “MacBall” simply became “Ball.” Nova 
Scotia’s Kinzie River was settled by the MacKenzies. 

“Mac” takes a variety of pronunciations. In Islay Gaelic, “Mac” 
is pronounced like “mek.” In the United States, it can be heard as 
“mick.” Preceding a “k” or 18 sound, the final “K” of Mac” disap- 
pears. It became the practice in the south of Scotland to write two 
words as one (MacHan as Machan; MacGrath as Magrath). The 
“K” sound of “Mac” is duplicated and attached to the front of a 
following word if it begins with a vowel such as “MacAsh” to 
“MacCash.” This may explain why some “MacArthurs” hear them- 
selves called “MacCarthers.” If the second name begins with a “k” 
or “g,” creating two “k” sounds together, one may disappear 

. (“MacKintosh” to “Macintosh” or “MacKaskill” to “MacAskill.”) 
“Mac” at times is pronounced as “Muck” and written that way as in 
“Mac ‘Il Roy” to “Muckleroy.”

Alert! 
Beware! 


The National Genealogical 
Society, in cooperation with the 
Federation of Genealogical So- 
cieties, advises everyone to be on 
alert when considering the pur- 
chase of products based solely 
on surnames. 

Coats of Arms: 

Several companies sell coats 
of arms or “ancestral arms” for 
thousands of surnames. Some 
employ artists to design original 
coats of arms; others adapt coats 
of arms found in books. 

Coats of arms purchased in 
shopping malls or by mail order 
are most likely not related in any 
way to the purchaser’s ancestry. 

Rules on the use of authen- 
tic coats of arms differ. You may 
rightfully use British coats of 
arms only if you can trace your 
ancestry through the male line 
directly to the man who was first 
granted that coat of arms. To 
ensure authenticity you, should 
register your armis with the En- 
glish College of Heralds or the 
Scottish Lord Lyon, King of 
Arms. 

History of your surname: 

A number of companies sell 
certificates or books that suppos- 
edly detail the history of your 
surname: Some also sell lists of 
addresses for people with the 
same last name. These compa- 
nies mass produce their prod- 
ucts, changing only a few details 
to make them appear different. 
A book of information about 
various individuals with the 
same last name is not a family 
history. 

A list of names and addresses 
for individuals who simply share 
a surname is neither a family his- 
tory nor a form of genealogy. 

Unless your surname is 
unique, you should not assume 
that people with the same last 
name are your relatives!

The Townlaad of Ballykilcline, Kilglass parish, County 
Roscommon was much like any other Crown leased estate 
in 1844. If land ownership equated to power, then the resi- 
dents of Ballykilcline were truly powerless when the En- 
glish “state-aided emigration” plan was executed in 1847 
and 1848. 

Fifty-five households comprising forty-one surnames 
were put on ships bound for New York in 1847 and 1848.

Ah, that Texas mail... __ 

In the “good old days” of the 
Texas Republic, not much could 
be said of - the young nation’s 
mail service. The Postal Service 

_ was created in December of 
1835 with the best of intentions. 
While Congress appropriated 
one thousand dollars for the pur- 
pose of facilitating the transpor- 
tation of mail, the Post Office 
Department depended upon 
postal receipts to pay most of the 
expenses. 

Rates were exorbitant. In 
1836, Texans paid six and one- 
fourth cents for a single sheet of 
paper (envelopes were not used 
until the mid 1840s) to go up to 
20 miles. Twelve and one-half 
cents was charged for the next 
30 miles and thirty-seven and 
one-half cents was charged for 
distances over 200 miles. 

Poor deliveries often resulted 
from bad roads, foul weather, 
unscrupulous contractors and 
indifferent mail carriers. If a 
mail bag fell in the mid, the car- 
rier might or might not pick it 
up. The mail bags themselves 
were useless in wet weather. 
Contents would become 
mangled, looking more like 
mush than mail. Once, in 1840, - 
the carrier’s mule escaped with 
the mail bags and the mail bags 
were never recovered. When the 


mail did not move. : 
Often Texans would hire pri- 
_vate carriers Or allow friends to _ 
deliver their letters. 

By December 1845, when 
Texas joined the Union, the state 
claimed about 40 mail routes 
spread over a couple of thou-

his subject came to mind 

( as a result of correspon 
dence from a reader re- 

ferring to comment made in my 
previous article about the dance 
J. B. Milne, by Hugh Foss. For 
those who like historical refer- 
ences, the dance is published in 
Foss’s Angus Fitchett book. 
Fitchett was a well-known fid- 
dler and Foss was very particu- 


- lar in matching the dance to the 


music. In referencing the origi- 
nal of the dance the instructions 
for bars 17 - 32 clearly state: “24 
and 3™ women change places 
giving right hands, the 2"! and 
3" men, the same, set to partners, 
that is set across the dance (thus 
with) cross giving right hands to 
partners and 2™ and 3™ women 
set to each other as 2" and 3" 
men do the same, and so on back 
to where they started.” 

The classic dance for people 
rewriting a dance is of course 


_ Mairi’s Wedding. Here, the 


dance has four successive half 
reels of four with corners, mak- 
ing the pattern of a “wedding 
knot” and very attractive this is, 
when danced as James Cosh 
wrote the dance. Very clearly, 
the diagrams for first woman and 
man has the first couples pass by 
left shoulders in the middle. I 
am looking at the diagrams as I 
write. The words are precise, 
bars 9 - 12 states: “first couple 
dance half reel of four with first 
comers,” etc. The dance became 
popular while I was dancing the 
Chelmsford Branch, in Essex. 
One of our members, who hap- 
pened to be attending a dance 
where Cosh was playing (he was 
a band leader in Glasgow) asked 
him whether he wanted a left or 
right shoulder pass in the cen- 
tre. The reply was a very firm, 
“Left!” And this makes sense 
as the couples pass left shoulders 
in the middle of a reel of four. 


The feel of the dance is com- 
pletely changed when danced by 
passing right shoulders. It be- 
comes less precise and the pat- 
tern of the knot is lost. 

My point here is that there is 
nothing wrong in writing a dance 
where the dancers pass right 
shoulders in the middle for a half 
diagonal reel of four with cor- 
ners. Or, similarly turning and. 
setting to the person one has just 
passed; there are many dances 
where this is what occurs. But, 
why make changes in a dance 
that someone else has written 
just because you do not like that 
way of doing things? 

We should try to keep as close 
as possible to interpreting a 
dance from the original source 
of the dance. We do not rewrite 
a Bach cantata just because we 
feel it would be better done in a 
different way. What we would 
do is write a variation on....In 
this way, developments are made 
but done in a clear and pro- 
scribed manner so that everyone 
is aware what has happened. 

In the dance world we have 
two familiar examples where 
this is being done. Hugh Foss 
wrote the set of dances. called 
The Waverly Fugues, based on 
the dance published by the 
RSCDS as Waverly or Fergus 
Mclver. One very popular dance 
from the Fugues is Fugal 
Fergus. It is a fugue on Fergus 
Mclver and immense fun to do 
once one has learned the origi- 
nal. Another example is Corn 
Rigs. Published in a Book 4 by 
the RSCDS it is a simple reel, 
for two couples in a longwise set, 
with four figures: a casting fig- 
ure, figure of eight, down the 
middle and back, ending with 
poussette. Then turning to Bob 
Campbell’s Glasgow Assembly 
book.of dances.we find Riggs.of- 


Corn. Here the variations are all 


based on the original figures, 
both couples dance the casting 
figure, then it is a double figure 
of eight, followed by down the 
middle and up for both couples, 
ending with poussette. Both 
dances use the same tune,

changed. The author is Angus 
Henry (who lives in Wulagi, NT) 
who notes that devisors put a lot 
of thought into their work.

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1920 census facts 
Enumeration of the 1920 Fed- 
eral Census began 2 January 
1920 and statistics were to re- 
flect an individual’s status on 


that date even if circumstances . 


changed between that date and 
the actual date the enumerator 
took the data. Thus a birth oc- 
curring during this space of time 
should not be recorded and a 
person who died likewise should 
be recorded as part of the cen- 
sus. 

Enumeration in rural areas 
was to be done in 30 days and 
areas of 2,500 population or 
more were allowed two weeks. 
However, influenza epidemics 
and severe winter weather 
caused delays. 

The 1910 census included in- 
formation on unemployment, 
Union or Confederate military 
service, number of children, du- 
ration of marriage - which is not 
on the 1920 form. 

But, 1920 included the year of 
naturalization and native tongue. 
It was also asked arrival and 
naturalization status of each for- 
eign born person and asked 
about the year of naturalization 
for those who became citizens. 


NA = Naturalized; PA = Decla- 
ration filed; AL = Alien; NR = 
Not reported. The year of natu- 
ralization will be a welcome clue 
in searching for those records. 
“Prior to 1906,* most natural- 
izations were conducted in local 
and state (non-federal) courts. 
Check first with the county clerk 
where your ancestor resided. 
Federal court records are gener- 
ally kept by region. This was 
also the first time Guam, Ameri- 
can Samoa and the Panama Ca- 
nal Zone had been enumerated. 
Because the 1920 census was 
taken soon after World War I,

“Using the Averages” 


If you are at a dead-end trying to trace early, pre-1850, 
ancestors, here are a few clues that may lead to finding 
that elusive documentation. 

Think that there are about three generations per 
century. The average age for men to marry was about 24 
- seldom before age 20. The average age for women to 
matty was 20 - and seldom before age 16. First marriages 
were usually between couples near the same age. Women 
usually outlived their husbands, but older widowers 
frequently married much younger women who had never 
been married. Births usually occurred at two year 
intervals. Frequently, the first child was born a year after 
marriage. Child bearing generally ended about age 45. 
Families and neighbors usually migrated from their old 
homes and women rarely traveled alone. 

Men usually married women from their neighborhood, 
but if a “non-local” woman shows up, check the man’s 
former home - often men returned to their former 
residence to find a wife. 

If you can’t find an old parent, chances are he/she 
“went West” with a son. If you have a male ancestor 
born ca 1840, strongly consider Civil War service. 
Studies show that after 1850, Ohio pioneer frequently 
moved to counties in other states on the same latitude as 
their home county in Ohio. If you find an ancestor with 
a “virtue” name (Patience, Hope, Charity, etc.) consider 
a New England heritage. Children were often named for 
grandparents, both male and female. 

Finally, frequently a middle name or even a first name 
was amother’s or grandmother’s maiden name, especially 


if repeated through several related families.

Canadian census 

availability threatened 

Statistics Canada has de- 
cided the 1901 census is the 
LAST one which will be made 
available to the public. The 1911 
census, which normally would — 
have been released to the public 
in 2003, will not be available to 
researchers. 

The same ruling applies to 
all subsequent census statistics 
held by Statistics Canada, which 
apparently believes it will be 
easier to ensure cooperation in” 
future enumerations if there is a 
perpetual guarantee of confiden- 
tiality. 

The Office of Privacy Com- 
mission was actually pressing to 
have the 1911 records destroyed. 
Fortunately, the National Ar- 
chives refused to grant Statistics 
Canada its necessary approval, 
so the latter simply decided not 
_ to transfer its records to the cus- 

_ tody of the Archives in 2003. 
By doing so, the department 
has circumvented the 92-year 
tule. There is nothing different 
in the type of information con- 
tained in the 1911 census from 
what was shown in 1891 and 
1901 records.

Make your own stickie 
notes...er, 
non-stickie notes... 

Most all genealogists know 
already that the oh-so-conve- 
nient stickie notes are a no-no for 
use on anything you wish to keep 
for a long time. 

The Cloud Family Journal 
had an idea for making non- 
stickie notes that will not harm 
your precious genealogical 

- documents. Here’s what you do: 

Use alkaline or non-acidic 

aper and cut a stack of “notes” 
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editor... 
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whatever size you need. Fold the 
note in half vertically and nip a 
slanted cut partway in from the 
fold. When you open the note, 
you should have a “v” cut in the 
middle of the note. 

Slip that notch onto the edge 
of the paper or book page after 
you have annotated it with your 
message. No adhesive, no dam- 
age. 

You can make a stack of 
them at one time and cut the 
notches in several notes with one 
clip of the scissors. You’ ll save 
money and protect your papers. 

There are commercial prod- 
ucts like this for identification of 
rare books...but they are about 10 
cents each. You can make your 
own much cheaper. Remember 


to choose a pencil or archivally- |.

With to the Immigrant — 
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M ost of us think of our own lives as “ordinary” and 
“ordinary” is an uncool word these days. 

- But, consider for a moment that it comes from ancient Rome 
and a weaver’s technical term for the sequence of weft threads in a ! 
piece of fabric. It is precisely this sequencing of weft threads that 
gives the finished cloth all ofits colour, texture, beauty and interest. 

Now, imagine that you have handed down to you a book of 
ordinary writings - recollections, anecdotes, jottings - from an 
ancestor who lived 200 years ago. It is likely to be one of your 
most treasured belongings. The celebrities of even 100 years ago 
hold far less real interest for us than the ordinary characters of our 
flesh and blood whose influences - diluted and altered by time - still 
teach us. Could the stardom of Eva Tanquay (You remember this 
turn-of-the-century sex symbol?) be more interesting to you than 
your own grandfather’s decision to emigrate to a new country? 

My grandfather moved his family from Scotland to California 
because doctors told him the Scottish climate was killing him. If 
someone hadn’t immediately tried to rip him off for a waterless 
orange plantation near Los Angeles, he might never have moved 
on to New Zealand and my mother and father would never have 
met. 

The New Zealand air did nothing to improve my grandfather’s 
health and he soon died. The doctors never connected his chronic 
chest complaints with the fact that he chain-smoked cigars sent to 
him by a friend in Liverpool. 

It took me most of my life to get back to the Scotland I always 
wanted to live in and, along the way, my daughter was born in 
Nova Scotia, Canada. My story, those of my mother, father and 
wife, will be part of my daughter’s grandchildren’s stories, no matter 


-where they are born or grow up. 


If I give my grandchildren my very ordinary stories, their story 
will be enriched. I will have given unique meanings to the places, 


_ things and people I have written about. 


You'll find that young people who open this personal connection 
with their own culture, community, history and identity are usually 
more confident and better placed to know themselves.” 

This is why I’ve offered my course, With Love —Gifting Your 
Stories to the Future, at every opportunity. Too often, when people 
have called me to let me know someone who once took the course 
has since died, they have then asked, “How do we best make more 
copies of those books so they’ll last - they’re the most important 
thing Gran left us.” 

It’s important to look back and construct a family history. 

But, it is also important to see your own place in this. 

Two hundred years from now, you will be one of the most 
interesting people your descendants know - provided you have left 
them with your anecdotes and stories in a form that will last that 
long. If, in the course of those writings you happen to mention 
Nelson Mandela, Onassis, Bill Clinton or other celebrities of our 
own times, you’ ll have needed to explain who they used to be. 

And, all of the colour, texture, beauty and interest will be evident 
in the “ordinary” things of your life.

Scottish Country Dance Society 
in 1923 (and is still valid today) 
is to research and publish 
dances. The books and leaflets 
published by the RSCDS are 
carefully prepared so that the 
dance instructions are clear and 
precise. When I taught candi- 
date classes one of the points I 
made to the class was always to 
go back to the book before teach- 
ing a dance. Not to rely on 
memory or Pilling, excellent 
aide as that is. 

Scottish dancing is a living 
entity. It grows as dances are 
published and as composers 

_write new tunes. However, it is 
just as important to ensure that 
the dancing is taught accurately, 
retaining the fun and the spirit. 
This applies also to one’s danc- 
ing of the figures, they are clearly 
described in the manuals, there- 
fore, we, as dancers should not 
embellish with additional turns, 
etc. Both changing a dance to 
suit one’s fancy, and dancing an 
embellished figure destroys the 
original feel and confuses the 
less experienced dancer. It takes 
a really good dancer to demon- 
strate a dance so that a beginner 
can say, “Oh, that looks easy. T 
can do that!” 

I believe that this is our goal, 
namely for people to come and 
join our dancing as they feel they 
can do it, too. It is such fun. Let 
us share the fun by keeping to 
the precise written documenta- 
tion in how we present the dance.

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COSCA volunteers have 

done a great job! 

In one of my columns last year, 
I was mentioning the difficulty 
COSCA was having in getting 
people to man tents at the games 
around the country. J mentioned 
we had had a hard core of very 
dedicated volunteers who are 
remarkable in the number of 
games they attended for COSCA 
and the number of inquiry cards 
that they sent to Scotty 
Gallamore for distribution to the 
various clans. 

Well, in reviewing how the 
games season went this year, I 
can say our volunteer forced has 
expanded considerably and is a 
blend of families and individu- 
als either running a COSCA tent 
at an event or a large number of 
participating clans putting up the 
small blue flag that says, “Can 
we help you find your clan?” on 
one corner of the clan tent-fly. 
This small banner, flown by the 
participating clans, has greatly 
increased COSCA’s presence at 
the games around the country as 
well as increased the number of 
inquiry cards we send back to the 


clans. 


_ Iwas making up a current ros- 
ter of who our volunteers were 
and where they are located and 
much to my surprise, we have 
just under twenty new volunteers 
this year who are running or 
helping to run COSCA tents or 
acting as a COSCA representa- 


_ tive in their own clan tents. 


: 
} 
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- The new volunteers are spread 
out all over the US from the 
northeast, midwest, midsouth, 
southwest, California and the 


states of Oregon and Washing- 
ton. Some of our veterans will 
cover as many as ten or more 
games a season depending on 
what is going on in their lives 
during that particular summer. 

There are about 260 games in 
the US listed on Jim and Michael 
Finnigan’s Games & Festival 
Roster. So, we have a ways to 
go. However, we have come a 
long way from where we started. 

The key to getting people to 
do this and do this successfully 
is our volunteers kit. We have 
often been asked, “Well, how do 
you take an individual who 
knows nothing about genealogy 
or the Clan system and get him 
to sort people out?” 

The secret is in the contents 


_ of the kit. In the kit are several 


resource books, all alphabetical, 
that give the volunteers the abil- 
ity to sort names, Clans, tartans 


and districts. Much of it can 
t . az

even be done by the individual 


' making the inquiry himself. The 


kit contains certain basic refer- 
ence books such as Phil Smith’s 
Tartan for Me, Collin’s Pocket 
Reference to Clans and Tartans, 
Gordon Teall and Phil Smith’s 
District Tartans, MacLysaght’s 
The Surnames of Ireland. 

Many of the volunteers have 
been able to pick up Robert 
Bell’s The Book of Scots-Irish 
Family Names. Most volunteers 
have picked up a new edition of 
Scots Kith and Kin and either a 
hard or soft bound volume of 
Black’s Surnames of Scotland. 

We also include a list of Clan 
names in the United States that 
are active and for whom we have 
correct addresses (about 180). 
We include a map of the former 
districts and modern regions to- 
gether with district tartan areas. 

We include the location of the 
major clans and families. 















Many of the volunteers have 
been able to acquire the Scottish 
Lion’s catalog which includes 
six pages of modern tartans and 
five pages of ancient tartans and 
one page of weathered tartans. 
There are between 42 and 48 tar- 
tan swatches on each page. 

The volunteers will also try 
to acquire a copy of the High- 
lander Directory as an additional 
resource. 

With the kit comes sugges- 
tions on how to run the tent. 
There is a list of “other things to 
bring” and instructions on how 


to help an individual fill out an 
inquiry card. The kit also cov- 
ers the answers to the questions 
most often asked. The cost of the 
kit is getting to be somewhere 


t 


around $200 each. Most of this, 
of course, is tied up in the refer- 
ence books. None of our new 
volunteers have panicked or felt 
uncomfortable with the work. 
Most express a great sense of 
satisfaction in helping people 
find the clan they can join or a 
tartan they can wear. 

The greatest reward for any 
individual is to see the joy and 
excitement and thanks in the ' 
faces of the individuals they 
have helped to add a new dimen- 
sion to their lives. 


About that water aboard 
the USS Constitution... 

After reading my column in 
The Family Tree's June, July, 
August and September editions, 
one might think the Army does 
a lot of drinking at their dinners. 
Well, I can’t deny that, more to 
the point is, I usually don’t re- 
member! However, that is one 
of the hazards of service in the . 
military and to show it’s not con- 
fined to the Army, I am includ- 
ing a summary of the provision- 
ing record of the USS Constitu- 
tion, recently found during her 
period of being refitted: “The 
USS Constitution (Old 
Tronsides) as a combat vessel 
carried 48,600 gallons of fresh 
water for her crew of 475 offic- 
ers and men. This was sufficient 
to last six months of sustained 
operations: she had no evapora- 
tors. 


However, on July 22, 1798, 
the USS Constitution set sail 
- from Boston. She left with 475 
officers and men, 48,600 gallons 
of fresh water, 7,400 cannon 
shot, 22,600 pounds of black 
powder and 79,400 gallons of 
rum. Her mission was to destroy 
and harass English shipping. 

Making Jamaica on October 
6, she took on 826 pounds of 
flour and 68,300 gallons of rum. 
Then she headed for the Azores, 
arriving on November 12. She 
provisioned with 550 pounds of 
beef and 64,300 gallons of Por- 
tuguese wine. On November 18, 
she set sail for England. 

In:the ensuing days she de- 
feated five British men-o-war 
and captured and scuttled 12 
English merchantmen, salvaging 
only the rum. By January 27, her 


powder and shot were ex- 
hausted.

Civilians at US Army 

Posts were documented 

Did you know that births, mar- 
riages and deaths of civilians at 
US Army posts are recorded on 
‘cards dated 1884-1912? These 
cards consist of abstracts of re- 
ports sent by the posts to the 
Adjutant General’s office and are 
in Record Group 94 at the Na- 
tional Archives. 

The cards recording each 
event are filed separately and 
arranged alphabetically by sur- 
name. Each birth card shows the 
name and sex of the baby, name, 
rank and military organization of 
the father, maiden name of the 
mother, number of children by 
the marriage and the date and 
place of birth. 

Each marriage card shows the 
name, rank or occupation of the 
husband, name, age and place of 
birth of the wife, date and place 
of marriage. 

Each death card shows the 
name of the civilian who died, 
name and where appropriate, 
rank and military rank of the the 
husband or nearest relative, sex 
and age of the civilian who died, 
and date and place and cause of 
death.

fter too many months 

of dealing with the 

Scottish legal system 
and lawyers (who are no different 
from those we deal with in 
America), I am proud to announce 
that a land swap has been 
completed. It took over a year tor 
the Solicitors to do a simple 
transaction. Forgive me for being 
excited, but let me tell you how this 
came about. 

A year and a half ago, Ken and 
Jean Cox - who live near Culloden 
Moor, Inverness-shire, Scotland - 
contacted my wife, Susan and me 
about buying a small field from us 
near Dunlichity Church in the heart 
of Clan Chattan territory about 15 
miles from Inverness. This land is 
part of the property the two of us 
purchased several years ago in the 
Loch a’ Chlachain or Clachan area. 

My wife and I were not 
interested in selling the land, but we 
decided to lease the Chlachain field 
to Ken and Jean so they could graze 
some of their sheep. During these 
negotiations, Ken asked if we 
would sell them some of our 
roadside land that borders Loch a’ 

-Chlachain which they needed to 


control access to the dam at the end 
of the loch at their property line. 
We were not too keen on selling 
that part of our land either, having 
purchased this ancient Shaw land 
to preserve for Shaws and other 
Clan Chattan members to use as a 
resting spot or a place to fish and 
picnic and - maybe one day - as a 
memorial park for Shaws and Clan 





Chattan. (I'll probably hang a 
plaque on it one day with my old 
Daddy’s name on it as a tribute to 
him from his tenth child, fourth son 
and the baby in the family - the 
writer of this article. That’s another 
story.) 

However, having visited the 
Dunlichity Baptismal Stone near 
our property on previous trips to 
Scotland, I was always troubled 
that it was behind a barbed-wire 
fence. I was aware that the font 
was rarely used, but I also knew it 
was hallowed and historical Clan 
Chattan ground. I felt that ifit were 
in America, it would qualify to be 
listed as.a National Historical Site. 

Not far from the Baptismal 
Stone there is a circular area 
scooped out of the earth and it is 


reputed that secret worship 
services were held there when such 
worship services were not 
sanctioned by the laws of Scotland 
for the Episcopalians. 

This was an ideal place for such 
a secret worship service since it 
would hold many people, had 
excellent acoustical qualities and 
the worshippers were hidden from 
outside view. Ken and Jean Cox 
provided me with this information 
from an old article from the 
Proceedings of the Society of 
Antiquaries - May 8, 1882. 

Robert McGillivray, Editor of 
the Clan Chattan Journal (UK) for 
the last twenty-five years, wrote 
in the 1988 Clan Chattan Journal 
that “when the Episcopalians lost 
possession of their church during 


boetseweeememmarcescesreteaeneneecrsescscecsned 

















the religious. troubles of the 17* 
century and worshipped in the open 
air at Dunlichity, they used the 
water which always lies in the little 
hollow in its top surface for their 
baptisms. Ever since, it has been 
known locally as the “Baptismal 
Stone.” 

There was also a time that the 
people thought its water possessed 
curative powers. 

I had also heard that Catriona, 
the granddaughter of John Shaw of 
Tordarroch, our Chief, was 


_christened there in 1987. The 


family and the Bishop had to climb 
through the barbed-wire fence to 
get to the foni for the service. 

I also knew that Mary Beth and 
William G.A. Shaw, Clan Shaw 
Historian, Issaquah, Washington, 
continued this “old Clan Shaw and 
Clan Chattan tradition” in their own 


| innovative way for their daughter 


Mora’s baptism. “Water from the 
Dunlichity Stone was sent from, 
Strathnairn to. the Pacific 
Northwest as a gift from John and 
Silvia Shaw of Tordarroch and 
family.” (Clan Chattan Journal, 
Vol. IX - No. 2, 1990) 


Thus, I knew that the font had 
significance to Shaws and other 
members of the Clan Chattan 
Confederation down through the 
years. 

I told the Coxes that the land 
was not for sale, but that a swap of 
our land for their land was possible 
if it was land that included the 
Baptismal Stone. They agreed! 

Thanks to Ken and Jean Cox, 


the barbed-wire fence around that

It is available 
for use by anyone should they 
choose to use it.

Italian Americans ranked 
above the median percent of other 
ethnic groups in the following

Do you know what the most 
common surname is in Italy? Of 
course, it’s Smith! 

Seriously, it’s Russo, the Italian 
version of America’s Smith. 

Italian surnames have their 
origin in the thirteenth century. All 
end in the vowels of a, i, 0 - ore 
with some exceptions up north 
along the Alpine borders with 
Austria, France, Switzerland and 
the former Yugoslavia. Even there, 
it is believed originally the 
surnames ended in vowels, but 
were eventually dropped. 

In America, the port authorities 
dropped some vowels at the end of 
surnames and some Italians - 
themselves opted to chop a vowel 
off their name to make themselves 
“less” Italian. But regardless of the 
aforementioned, a name is a name 
regardless of who did-what, when 
or why in America. 

Italy is famous for nicknames. 
Throughout the towns in all 
regions of Italy, it is commonplace, 
even at this time, for Italians to be 
referred to by their nickname rather 
than their actual surname. In 
yesteryear, some nicknames 
became so accepted the person 
chose to use his or her nickname 
in favor of the surname. When it 
came time for emigration, some 
Italians were no longer using their 
birthname legally, but instead, the 
acquired nickname. 

Italian surnames originated 
from a variety of sources besides

traits...all can be claimed as 
possible connections to a surname. 
Nature played a major role in 
surnames. Some Italian surnames 
are derived from the land; ie., 
mountains, geography, bodies of 
water, etc. Others come from the 
animal kingdom, ie., mammals, 
birds, fish, etc. Still other originate 
from plant life as trees, vegetables, 
fruits, spices, flowers, etc. 

While Italy itself provides most 
of its citizens surnames, there are 
exceptions. The name “Greco” 
means “from Greece.” The name 
“DeFranco,” means “from 


France.” The name “Spano” ~ 


means “from Spain.” : 

Since Italy is to this day a 
deeply spiritual nation, it is not 
surprising that religion has played 
a major role in surname 
origination. Names associated 
with saints, angels, events, the 
bible, church ceremonies are very 
common throughout Italy. 

There is a worthwhile book 
which does an excellent study on 
the subject.

enry Cohn founded Columbia Pictures, Hannah and Charles Chaplin, Jr., the mother and son 
of Charlie Chaplin, Marion Davies, actress and Hearst’s lover, Cecil B. Demille, movie 
producer, Woody Herman, bandleader, Darla Hood, a Little Rascal, Jesse L. Lasky, Sr., 
producer, Paul Muni, Yiddish theater actor, Tyrone Power,.actor, Edward G. Robinson, Jr., actor and 
Carl “Alfalfa” Switzer, The Little Rascal are among those famous movie personalities found at Hollywood 
Memorial Cemetery. How do I know about these Hollywood immortals? Aside from passing their grave 
or crypts while visiting the resting places of my own family, I found a website devoted to the final resting 
places of the rich and famous, created and maintained by Jim Tipton, called “Find-A-Grave.” Visit the 
website at <http:\\www.findagrave.com> You can search for famous people’s final performance in the 
USA, South America (Argentine and Brazil), Europe, Asia, Australia and Africa (Kenya and Zimbabwe). 

Rudolph Valentino, Douglas Fairbanks, Sr., Benjamin “Bugsy” Siegel, Mel Blanc and Nelson Eddy 

shared not only their professions in the motion picture industry, but their final resting-place. They are all 

_in Hollywood Memorial Park Cemetery on Santa Monica Boulevard in Hollywood. The cemetery is 
actually listed in many tourist books as a site of interest of movie star “homes.” The cemetery was 
founded in 1899 by two well-known Los Angeles figures - I.N. Van Nuys and Col. J.B. Lankershim. It 
covered over 100 acres of Santa Monica Boulevard and east of Gower Street. The southern most 40 
acres were later sold to Paramount Studios. The studio’s tall water tower still looms over the back of the 
cemetery. A couple of years ago the cemetery was in danger of closing because of bankruptcy and it 
looked as if the place would be padlocked and permanently closed. So much for “perpetual care.” 

My immigrant family is buried in the Jewish section, called Beth Olam Cemetery. I was distressed to 
think I would not be allowed to visit my family and shocked to think that a town that revered its movie 
legends would allow such a cemetery to be abandoned. When I visited my loved ones in 1996, the 
cemetery was every bit as neglected as the Jewish cemeteries we visited in Poland last year, except 
instead of being overgrown with plants, the grass was brown and brittle. Some tombstones were leaning 
or fallen over. The asphalt streets within the whole cemetery were cracked and looked like open wounds. 
It looked like the back lot of a movie studio, set to film a story about a ghost town, except for one little, 
old Jewish man, tattered and torn, who offered to say Kaddish over our lovéd ones for a fee. This-was 
a pathetically macabre scene almost as if directed by Alfred Hitchcock. — = 


Several times, this cemetery looked like it would be saved from extinction, but deals fell through and © 
the situation looked bleak. The place seemed like it was starring in its own suspense thriller. 


As in all good romantic movies, however, the ending was a happy one. A couple of months ago, ~

Not only has this man saved my family’s resting place, restored the cemetery’s legendary movie 
heaven on earth, but he has created a genealogical paradise for those wanting to know about the lives of 
Hollywood’s stars and people who used to go to the movies and watch those stars perform.

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Plaque installed in 
Kilmuir Cemetery 
to explain piper’s 

unfinished epitaph 


James E.M. MacArthur, FSA Scot(14 Hillpark Wood, Edinburgh 
EH4 7TA) Commander of Clan Arthur and High Commissioner of 
the Clan MacArthur Society in Great Britain writes: Because of the 
generosity of many members of our Clan MacArthur Societies an 
explanatory plaque has now been placed beside the grave of Charles 
MacArthur, the piper, in-Kilmuir Cemetery on the Isle of Skye. 

Pat and I visited the grave and saw the plaque in position at the 
foot of the gravestone and we were both impressed. What a differ- 
ence it makes to a puzzling and incomplete statement. It will be 
much appreciated by the many visitors, some of whom read it while 
we were there. The wording is as follows... 


The MacArthurs 

The MacArthurs who are buried here, filled the im- 
portant office of hereditary pipers to the Macdonalds, 
Lords of the Isles, for several generations. They farmed 
the nearby area of Peingown, which was also the site 
of their piping school and where a hillock called Cnoc 
Phail is still pointed out as the rendezvous on which 
the renowned pipers and their pupils delighted to prac- 
tice. An Angus MacArthur piped the Macdonald chief 
to the onset of the battle of Sheriffmuir in 1715, while 
his son, Charles, served Sir Alexander Macdonald as 
his piper in the 18" century. He was described by Tho- 
mas Pennant, who visited Skye in 1774, “as master of 
his instrument.” Charles had studied for 11 years un- 
der the celebrated Padruig Og MacCrimmon at Boreaig, 
and became a talented composer. Charles had two 
sons - Donald and Alexander. The latter went to 
America, while Donald continued to farm at Peingown. 
Unfortunately, he was drowned in the Minch when re- 
turning with a boatload of cattle from ist. 

The incomplete inscription on the gravestone of 
Charles was because the work was being paid for by 
Donald, on whose death the stonemason decided to 
terminate his labor. 

“This crioch air an t-saoghal 
ach mairidh gaol is ceol!” 

(The world will end but love and music endureth!) 
Thanks must go to everyone who helped in this en- 
deavor and especially to Jonathan MacDonald, with- 
out whom, he living near the cemetery, the final story 
would not have been so successfully accomplished. It 
was he who organized the repair of our Pipers Memo- 
rial at Duntulm Castle a few years ago. | trust that many 
MacArthurs when on Skye in the future will visit the 
cemetery and see the grave of our famous piper.

In the 1800s and before, it was 
traditional when the daughter got 
married, as a part of her dowry, 
for the father to either cover the 
loan or carry the note for his son- 
in-law. If you know the 
husband’s name, but not the 
father’s maiden name, find out 
to whom they are making their 
mortgage payment. About 70% 
of the time, it was her father. 

Another clue is - in the lower 


left hand corner of most deeds, 
you will find signatures of two 
to four witnesses. The first one 
is always from the husband’s 
side. The next one is most al- 
ways from the wife’s side. That 
is to protect her one-third dower 
right under the law. Nothing you 
will ever use will give greater 
clues to maiden names than wit- 
nesses to old deeds.

This writer is presently m the 
final revision of his work on the life 
and time of Edgar Allan Poe during 
his Scottish Period, 1815 to 1820, 


and which we call, “Mar’se Eddie”

As a consequence of a visit to 


_ Glasgow, Scotland, in the freeze of 


January afternoon, to meet the 


author of an extraordinary 
ae “The Tale-Tell 


Tomb,” John McInnes, from the 
December 1997 issue of 
SCOTTISH MEMORIES 


_ magazine, we learned several 


completely unknown facts about 
Poe even we had not yet 
discovered, nor uncovered! 

‘Not only did we learn that 
Edgar Poe’s great-grandfather, 
John Poe, and his wife, Ann Allan 
Poe {John Aillan’s aunt], are buried 
in Saltcoats, Ayrshire, but learned 
how to use the most valuable 
genealogical research tool, the IGI. 


_ This is the most complete, 





accessable source of collected 
geneaoloical data, at one source 
anywhere, and known as the 
International Genealogical Index, 
created, expanded, and maintained 
by The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints, (The Mormons). 

I had always been in awe of 
_ people who could somehow find 
one’s ancestors in the public 


records, family treasures, and 
cemeteries. So overwhelmed was 
_ I, that when John McInnes stated 


he had to cut short our meeting at 


_ the Northern Necropolis, where he 
_ showed me some of Poe’s cousins 


were buried at the cemetery in 
Glasgow, to continue work on an 


Australian client’s genealogical 


research requests, for which he 


makes his living, I asked if I 
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couldn’t just “tag along,” and see 
how he does his work? 

I offered to pay for the short. 
taxi ride, which distance he would 
normally walk, but I was in a time 
constraint. Also, the air was so 
thoroughly bone-chilling that it was 
more than I could endure. John 
advised me that he walked 
everywhere he went on _ his 
research trips, including the 
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I was so thrilled at seeing all of 
these Poes listed, that I began to 


transcribe all on the list. After 
writing down all of the names, 
dates of birth and death, marriages, 
and so on that I could, I made a 
note of all the pertinent information 
that I thought would help me seek 
the same sort of files and 
information when I returned to a 
research library back in California. 
I thought I would have to go to a 
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twenty, or so miles to the graveyard oS, 


at Irvine, where members of the 
Allan family are buried. —’Didn/t 
you go there while you were here?” 

Yes, we went to the Irvine 
cemetery, but it was to look for 
members of the Poe family. 
Unfortunately, there were no Poes, 
nor any other names I recognized, 
nor for which I had time to leok! 
Nevertheless, having been 
horrifically inspired to learn how 
John McInnes learned of the facts 
of the relationship between the. 
Allans and the Poes, I asked him if 
I could tag along to the Mitchell 
Library, a short ride from the 
cemetery, but the largest municipal 
research library in Europe. 

He went to the Historical 
Reference and Research floor, and 
to its center, where a large room 
containing all sorts of machines for 
such research files are kept. John 
explained how he began, quite by 
accident, to look for the family 
name Poe. 

This is a very strange interest 
in Scotland, for while many 
Americans have at least heard the 
name, in Scotland he is largely 
unknown, even by the most 
educated of educators and scalars 
with whom we spoke. 

However, the first step was to 
go to the IGI of the geographical 
area in which one has an interest 
of a family name, in our case, 
Scotland. John pulled out a plastic 
microfiche sheet from the files, and 
inserted it in the reader. He scanned 
the names alphabetically, then 
found the name Poe. 

It was from this sort of data that 
he then went to old cemeteries to 
dig through the underbrush to find 
several sites where Poes are buned. 


‘From that point, however, he 


located Poes in Scotland, of which 


there were about ten names, or so. 





university research library, such as 
UC Berkeley, or some other large 
library. 

What I learned after eleven 
years of driving past a local, church, 
at the top of sharp Park Drive, just 
before the turn-off to the local 
community college, Skyline 
college, both but a mile up the 
highway from the beach where we 
live in Pacifica, was THE FAMILY 
HISTORY CENTER of the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
Day Saints. 

I had found several wonderfully 
hard-to-find books about Poe in the 
library of Skyline College, 
including the “Bible” of biography 
of Edgar Allan Poe, by author 
Hobson Quinn, and others, and was 
on my way there to look in their 
library for any IGI files, when I 
inadvertently drove through the 
church parking lot, and saw the 
sign! From that point onward, I 
have never returned to the 
community college library, but have 
become enthralled by the 
extraordinary family name research 
facility at the Mormon Church’s 
FAMILY HISTORY CENTER. 

These research centers are very 
tare, however. There is one in 
Berkley, California, and in several 
other locations through-out the 
United States. What is so 
paradoxical is that we had such a 
Center in “my backyard” ail the 
while we had been traveling to 
Ayrshire to seek and find such 
information as we could about Poe 
in Scotland. And I can say, 
emphatically, no one had any idea 
of Poe in Scotland, either in the 
United States, nor in Scotland, 
except the currant owners of Poe’s

aunt’s home, Flowerbank, now a 
Bed and Breakfast, in Newton 
Stewart, Galloway. 

The find of the FAMILY 
HISTORY CENTER has proved a 
marvelous boon to our research, 
which only “dumb luck” could 


provide. For not only do I no 
longer have to ask if I can “tag 
along” with someone who knows 
how to research family names , but 
I have found people who delight in 
helping persons such as us. Not 
only is there rarely another 
researcher in the Center to compete 
for the help of the staff, but the staff 
are exceedingly heipful and patient 
in showing one how to use their 
files. Moreover, unlike the data in 
the Mitchell Library that was 
limited, with but ten entries of Poes, 
at the FAMILY HISTORY 
CENTER was able to obtain thirty 
pages of Poes. For a biographer 
of Poe, the find would have been 
like digging through the Mother 
Lode of lost, or never-before- 
known, veins of gold. However, for 
an unknown biographer of Poe, 
what we have discovered has never 
been discovered by biographers, 
students, scholars, and just persons 
interested in Poe, in one-hundred- 
and fifty years of trying to “figure 
him out!” 

Among our findings in 
Scotland, what we have also 
learned is that Poe was not simply 
some abandoned, three-year-old 
orphan, of no importance to anyone 
in the world, whom John Allan, the 
richest slave and tobacco merchant 
of his time, adopted out of pity, and 
urgings of his child-less wife, 
Francis Valentine, of Richmond, 
Virginia. 

Edgar Allan Poe’s family are 
traced back to their first ancestor, 
Leonard Poe, of Lincoln, England, 
in 1563, followed thereafter, to 
family ties with the best known 
literary, financial, shipping, and 
political names of the period! Of 
course, included in_ these 
genealogical records are other 
extremely important facts of the 
Poe family. 

His ancestors were not from 
Ireland, as even Quinn has 
reported. Poe’s direct antecedent, 
David Poe, is from a city called 
Kilmarnock, in Ayrshire, Scotland, 
where he was born in 1706. 
Another fact of our discovery of the 
local FAMILY HISTORY 
CENTER, of extreme importance 
of our research trips to Scotland, 
is that we do not have to travel 
there anymore for the sole purpose 
of filling in the remaining gaps and 
mvsteries of the Poe familv in 

Scotland. We now have all of it! 
There is much work to be done on 
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our book, which will include the 
genealogical data of others 
important to our work, including 
the Scottish family members of the 
Allans, the Burns, the Galts, and 
of course, the Poes. 

Meanwhile, we share with the 
reader, that these families, we.have 
learned, had very ancient 
relationships, ties, intermarriages, 
and intrigues never-before-known 
by anyone outside the reading 
audience of John McInnes’ 
extraordinary piece. “The Tell-Tale 
Tomb.” 

Moreover, what we have 
learned from our visits to The 
FAMILY HISTORY CENTER of 
the Mormon Church is that our 
own families have not been so 
thoroughly researched and 
documented as have the Poes. 

Nevertheless, we have learned 
what most amateur genealogist 
have learned: genealogical research 
is fun, habit-forming, and 
wonderfully rewarding, and one 
gets better with each success! 

Information of Poe that we 
began to find in the ancient research 
libraries of Ayrshire, as with one 
such as the Ellen Payne Odom 
Genealogy Library, shall remain 
indispensable for follow-through 
acquisition of facts, such as those 
of The Scottish Clans. 
Nevertheless, for those of us who 
have difficulty reaching these 
venues, the International 


Genealogical Index (IGI) keeps us 
connected to “all in the family.”.

The Records of the Burgh of 
Edinburgh 1689 - 1701 reveal that 
formidable task of cleaning the 
town with its densely populated 
closes and busy streets, enforced 
by an Act of Parliament of 1686, 
was an ever-present problem to the 
magistrates, who were held 
responsible under penalty of a 
heavy fine for failure.

order to relieve the inhabitants the 
tax the muck, etc., would be rouped 
to the highest bidder, who had to 
also undertake to keep the streets 
clean. The inhabitants themselves 
were defaulters, certain careless 
persons requiring a warning not to 
empty chaff beds on the streets or 
vennels.

water...were nil in that on Sundays 
a multitude of beggars, identified 
by metal tags to prove they were 
true members of the 
community...would gather and 
were present when the church 
collection was taken. The funds 
were counted, some deductions 
were made, and the balance given 
to the local “poor.” This would be 
repeated each Sunday. 

The churches, especially those 
of rural location, had one favorite. 
It was the contribution to bridge 
construction. As a whole, rural 
roads were far from 
pleasing...however you could 


about. The lack of a bridge 
meant...during flood 
times...parisihoners could not 


attend church services. Some 
churches did, however, offer a ferry 
service...which aided attendance. 

The genealogical records of 
these early rural churches are 
mostly lost. Those few remaining 
tell of a newly ordained man of the 

early 20s being assigned to the 
church. Many would retain this 
appointment until they died...some 
at a great age. Many recorded 
births, marriages and deaths in 
complete, accurate detail. Others 
burdened by more important 
responsibilities made scant notes or 
took their mental recordings” to 
their graves.
